DETAILED ACTION 
Claim Rejections - 35 USC §112 

1. The following is a quotation of the second paragraph of 35 U.S.C. 112: 

The specification shall conclude with one or more claims particularly pointing out and distinctly 
claiming the subject matter which the applicant regards as his invention. 

2. Claims 9 and 1 1 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 112, second paragraph, as being 
indefinite for failing to particularly point out and distinctly claim the subject matter which 
applicant regards as the invention. 

Claim 9 has no definite antecedent for "the mounting position on the back surface 
of the rear seat" because such term is in the alternative in claim 5. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 102 

The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs of 35 U.S.C. 102 that 
form the basis for the rejections under this section made in this Office action: 
A person shall be entitled to a patent unless - 

(b) the invention was patented or described in a printed publication in this or a foreign country or in public 
use or on sale in this country, more than one year prior to the date of application for patent in the United 
States. 

Claims 1, 7 , 16 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) as being anticipated by 
DE19938330A1. 

DE 19938330A1 discloses a display system comprising: 

A projector (1) mounted inside a vehicle for projecting an image through an open 
hatch of the vehicle; 

An exterior screen (1 5) for receiving the image; 
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A housing frame unit (8, 12, 14) mounted near the hatch for accomodating the 
screen. 

The screen may be stretched roller material (Page 8 Lines 6-7). Such materials, 
as used in roller blinds exhibit elastic properties and thus 

Mirrors may be provided in the projection path (Page 7 Lines 20-30) 

The projection device may be encompassed with television or computer systems. 

As to claim 16 "light shield" is a very broad term and is met by the structure of the 
vehicle itself which shield light from outside of the vehicle. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 103 

The following is a quotation of 35 U.S.C. 103(a) which forms the basis for all 
obviousness rejections set forth in this Office action: 

(a) A patent may not be obtained though the invention is not identically disclosed or described as set 
forth in section 102 of this title, if the differences between the subject matter sought to be patented and 
the prior art are such that the subject matter as a whole would have been obvious at the time the 
invention was made to a person having ordinary skill in the art to which said subject matter pertains. 
Patentability shall not be negatived by the manner in which the invention was made. 

Claims 2-6 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as being unpatentable over DE 
1 9938330A1 in view of Chan. 

Chan discloses the invention substantially as claimed but does not specify 
placement of speakers or specific claimed placements of the projector. 

Chan teaches a projection device used within a vehicle. Chan teaches the use of 
externally placed speakers, tie down to hold a screen, and connection of the projector to 
the ceiling of the vehicle. 

It would have been obvious to one skilled in the art at the time of the invention to 
modify the device of DE 19938330A1 by the provision of movable speakers, the use of 
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tie down to secure the screen, and the placement of the projector on the ceiling, as 
taught by Chan because such modification would allow for enhanced viewing 
environment. Such speakers can be oriented by the mechanism of the user setting the 
speakers at a desired location. As to Claim 6 it would have been obvious to olower the 
back seat when the projector is placed low, as in Figure 1 of Del 9938330 in order 
allow for an unobstructed projection path 

Allowable Subject Matter 

1. Claims 8, 10, 12-15 are objected to as being dependent upon a rejected base 
claim, but would be allowable if rewritten in independent form including all of the 
limitations of the base claim and any intervening claims. 

2. Claim 17 is allowed.
